Study Sheds Light On Play Fields 


_The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday night proceeded with action 
aimed at expanding recreational 
facilities in the city for local athletic 
programs. 

Among various motions passed 
was one made by Councilman Whit 
Cromwell to investigate with school 
district personnel the possibility of 
installing lighting for night activities 
at Yorba Linda Junior High School. 

Such lighting was generally 
considered of highest priority, both 
by the council members and by 
attending representatives of youth 
groups. 


Another motion directed city staff 
to explore the possibility of erecting 
eight new back stops for softball and 
baseball on various school fields. 

A third motion, by councilman 
Dale Chaput, requested design of 
rest-rooms for the Valley View Little 
League field. Actual construction, 
City Administrator Arthur C. 
Simonian recommended, should be 
deferred until the city had bought 
the site. 

A major obstacle faced by the 
council was a scarcity of money. 
For the present fiscal year, Simonian 
reminded them, only $40,000 had 


been budgeted, including $10,000 
for restroom and drinking-fountain 
construction at Valley View. 


On the other hand, staff-recom- 
mended improvements would cost 
an estimated $63,000, Simonian 
said. This figure includes $1,000 


each for the eight new back-stops, 
$15,000 for turf and sprinklers at a 
proposed football field at Yorba 


Linda and Fairmont, and $40,000 for 
lighting the Yorba Linda Junior 
High field. 


One _ possibility for raising 


additional needed funds was 
suggested by an audience member, 


who identified himself as Paul 
McDeavitt, a Yorba Linda resident 
and Junior All-American Football 
representative. 


McDeavitt proposed solicitation 
of various charitable organizations 
in the county, such as the Irvine 
Foundation, for matching-fund 
grants. Asa professional preparer of 
loan packages, McDeavitt offered 
the city his services in drawing up a 
prospectus for presentation to such 
groups. 


McDeavitt’s offer was accepted 
by a unanimous council. 

Urgency was lent the council's 
actions by a notice received from the 
Placentia City Council last July. By 
action of Placentia City Council, 
beginning next summer Placentia 
recreational facilities will no longer 
be available to children living 
outside Placentia city limits. 

Unlike the Yorba Linda City 
Council, which schedules activities 
only for the Valley View ballfield, 
Placentia City Council establishes 
scheduling for all fields in Placentia, 
including land owned by Placentia

Unified School District, Simonian 
noted.

‘Looking Backwards’ 


Senior citizens who built this city 
in 1910 out of a wilderness decided 
to spend their second bicentennial 
meeting last week reminiscing about 
those years including the depression 
years and two tragic floods which 
nearly swallowed Yorba Linda and 
Placentia in one gulp. 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the Senior Citizens Club in the 
library. Displayed was a collection of 
old family relics saved from 
childhood, including 100 year old 
lace pulled out of a dusty family 
trunk, letters, clippings from some 
of the first issues of the Star and 
many photos and maps. 

And one by one the settlers stood 
before the audience and unraveled 
some candid yarns that had not been 
told before that evening. 

Rumblings around Yorba Linda, 
especially in the last year, have been 
about the rainfall but old timers put 
to shame those who believe its 
wetter than ever, like ‘‘back East’, 
as some say. 

For example, Hoyt Corbit, who 
has been here since the city grew out 
of a tract purchased by Janss 
Investment Company commented: 
‘*The last few years have been pretty 
dry. We used to have as much as 42 
inches of rain.’” And, 100 degree 
heat in September, he added, is not 
uncommon, either, ‘‘especially after 
a cool summer.”’ 

Corbit’s father, a

farmer, came west on his 15th 
birthday in 1909 and bought 10 
acres. The boy soon after planted the 
first orange trees on the tract. 

Corbit recalled the horse drawn 
plows and the original water supply 
that came from wells that are still in 
operation. the water, he said, was 
piped in for irrigation from 
reservoirs at various points near 
town. He estimates that by 1920 
Yorba Linda had a total of about 500 
residents. 

Mrs. Lauri Yorba, another 
pioneer, recalled when the freeway 
of today was a dirt road and how 
cattle was herded to Bigsbee Ranch 
in Long Beach. ‘‘I remember the 
cattle running through our garden 
and really causing a fuss.”’ 

During the first flood of the Santa 
Ana River houses and cows floated 
downstream but her memory 
became grave when she remem- 
bered the 1938 flood when several of 
her friends drowned. She now lives 
in Brea where she maintains a full 
time job. 

The Carillo family farmed here for 
60 years raising oranges, grain, hay, 
oats and cattle. Tony Carillo, second 
cousin to late actor Leo Carillo, 
described the picnics where 
Featherly Park is now located and 
how the families came in stages and 
horse drawn wagons. 

**We bought barrels to tap beer, 
home made bread; we didn’t know 
what a bakery was then. And prices? 
We paid 50 cents for a pair of shoes 
and a 100 pound sack of flour would 
only cost $1. 


Hurliss Barton, whose family also 
was amoung the first in the area, 
described the first road paving in 
1915, the birth of Richard Nixon and 
the bank his father helped to build. 

City Councilman Whit Cromwell 
came to the city when he was in 
kindergarten. ‘‘I was a Mississippi 
boy and scared to death. Jenevieve 
Townsend (his teacher) welcomed 
me so well that I felt right at home in

When 
she picked Door 2 she had to give 
back all she had won previously. It 
was worth it as she had picked the 
right door. And the jackpot couldn’t 
have been more approriate. 

While the Jones’ were on 
vacation in the summer there house 
had been burglarized and most of 
their applicances stolen, including 
husband Tom’s $1,200 worth of 
stereo equipment. 

The ‘Big Deal’’ was mainly 
appliances including a stereophonic 
bar, self-cleaning oven and range, 
refrigerator-freezer, washer and 
dryer, $25 worth of candy and $900 
in cash. The total value was $3,700. 

In the second program to be taped 
that day Lynn Sailors of La Habra, 
another twin mother, was given a 
leather key chain by Hall and told 
not to open it but that it had up to 
$1,000 in play or real money. 

Mrs. Sailors was given the choice 
of keeping the key chain or trying for

earn average to above incomes have 
allowed their own children to be 
targets of apathy and recession 
reaction. 

Superintendent Sterling Fox 
summed up the situation. ‘‘We’re 
going to run out of miracles very 
soon,’’ he said in explaining how 
this year’s budget cuts compared 
with pre-1969 years. 

Safety precautions have suffered 
although the feeling is that they 
should be intensified because of 
population growth and increased 
traffic. This year only children living 
a mile or more from school can have 
bus service. Several parents argued 
the fairness of this. 

Using Yorba Linda boulevard as 
an illustration because of speeding 
and accidents, parents said children 
are forced to walk in the street due to 
lack of sidewalks enroute to the 
Nixom School. 

As one mother phrased it: ‘‘Will 
one child have to be killed before 
anything is done? This is not the 
sleepy, rural town of the 50's. It’s 
like L.A.”’ 

Two specific suggestions were 
made by the board. One is car 
pooling and the other is a visit to the 
City Council to seek a public hearing 
on the problems. 

Other budget cuts this year have 
affected many areas including: 
Elimination of the seventh period at 
the junior high, K-6 overcrowding, 
drastic cuts in custodial and 
maintenance services, elimination 
of after school athletics and teacher 
inservice training, cuts in the library 
fund, remedial reading and team 
teaching abandoned. 

After school sports and recreation 
cuts were the target of a parent 
resolution for restoration of funds 
which they claim are available. 


Church 
Hassle Ends 


The lengthy hassle over usage of 
Calvary Baptist Church facilities as 
an elementary school has ended, at 
least temporarily, but the church has 
to comply with 25 conditions. 

The last six conditions were 
imposed when the Planning 
Commision granted the church a 
conditional use permit for expan- 
sion. Conditions relate to play- 
grounds, parking, fencing, land- 
scaping and the planned building. 

Rev. R.W. Cunningham agreed to 
all the conditions and his architect 
explained the details of the plans. 
The church use of its building for an 
elementary school has come under 
fire several times before both the 
planners and the City Council. At 
times, the situation has become 
highly emotional with city officials 
taking sides and arguing strenuous- 
ly. 

Mrs. Marge Haller, a nearby 
resident, was the lone objector at the 
commission hearing. She objected to 
the new location of the playground 
as too close to Yorba Linda Blvd. for 
the safety of the children. 

Additional trees will buffer the 
property, noisewise, along the 
north side. A split rail fence will 
border the north side horse trail. 
Minor changes will be made in 
parking arrangements. 

A limit of 60 children attending 
the school was instituted. The 
permit allows the church to conduct 
the school until July 1, 1976. Then 
the matter will be reviewed 
regarding the number of students 
permitted. Additional conditions, if 
deemed necessary at that time, will 
be imposed. 

The new school building will be 
attached to the rear of the existing 
church structure, and will be two 
stories in height.

Public figures acquire ‘‘images’’ which may accurately reflect what they 
say and do or may instead reflect the reaction to them by the news media. As 
tastes and issues change, some images may change, but others may 
stubbornly stay the same, even though they should change. 

Take the images of two U.S. presidents, for example: 

Calvin Coolidge and Dwight Eisenhower. 

Coolidge, the dry, unexciting New Englander, is more often than not 

remembered as a lackluster, almost laughable figure who just happened to 


occupy the White House for awhile. 


Eisenhower, though remembered with affection and respect for his great 
military accomplishments, has the image, as president, of a genial golf 
player who didn’t stir things up much and who--in the main--presided over a 
country that rode at anchor for eight years. The late John Kennedy, who 
followed him, actually campaigned on the slogan, ‘‘Get the country moving

again. 


Are these images true of false? Consider this: 

H.L. Mencken said Cal Coolidge has been ‘‘weaned on a pickle.’’ Was 
Coolidge a do-nothing president in one of those lulls in our nation’s history? 
If so, we should have such lulls today. 

There was better-than-full employment. Jobs were competing for 
workers. The cost of living went DOWN 2.3 per cent. 

The federal budget was actually reduced and some of the national debt 
accumulated in World War I was paid off. 

During ‘‘Silent Cal’s’’ presidency the number of automobiles owned by 
Americans tripled and a great new industry--radio--went from $60 million in 


annual sales to $842 million. 


They laughed when Calvin Coolidge said, ‘‘The business of America is 
business,’’ but we had true peace and prosperity--those things we are 
promised so often, but given so seldom. 

In the ‘Eisenhower years’’--1952 to 1960--we were told an entire college 
generation was ‘‘apathetic’’ and had stagnated (perhaps because they 
didn’t burn down the campus libraries). 

Yet, Ike ended a war in Korea that had killed tens of thousands of young 
Americans. For the rest of his eight years in office none were being shot at 


anywhere in the world. 


Ike also halted--dead in its tracks--the advance of communism. And, Big 
Government didn’t get any bigger. A citizen could go for an evening stroll in 
the park without getting bopped over the head. 

Wages went up steadily, but prices held. Steak was 85 cents a pound and a 
gallon of gas cost 29 cents. You could be well-dressed in a $50 suit and a pair 


of $9 shoes. 


The workday and the workweek grew shorter and our taxes were reduced. 
Suddenly, more kids were going to college than ever before; more families 
were buying homes; never had our nation’s wealth been so widely 
distributed; and we were so strong that no one in the world thought of 


challenging us. 


You'll have to make up your own mind about the image versus the 
real man, but we ought to go back and see what they did that we aren’t doing

Four Way Stops OK’d 


The Yorba Linda Traffic Commit- 
tee Thursday afternoon approved 
engineering staff recommendations 
for establishment of four-way stops 
at the intersections of Main and 
Lemon and Plumosa and Lemon 
streets. 

Stop signs were also approved for 
Olinda, School, and Valencia streets 
at their intersections with Lemon. 

Concern was voiced by several 
committee members over diffi- 
culties which might be created by 
the stop on Lemon at Plumosa for 
drivers making left turns from 
Imperial Highway southbound onto 
Lemon. 

The possibility of establishing a 
left-turn pocket for such drivers was 
discussed. The city is also 
considering placement of a stop light 
at Imperial and Lemon. 

Another staff recommendation for. 
a stop on Amberdale at Canyon 
Drive won committee approval. The 
measure had been requested by 
chairman Alfred Aragon, who live in 
the area. : 

Aragon cited problems created on 
Amberdale and Canyon by speeding 
drivers using the streets as arterial 
connectors to Esperanza. Fairmont 
will not be extended to Esperanza 
for at least one and a half years, 
Aragon said. 

A request by a resident for 
committee consideration of improv- 
ments in the area of Kellogg and 
Arroyo Cajon aimed at protecting 


school children did not fare as well, 
however. 

The resident, Marianne Casino, 
described problems allegedly creat- 
ed by truck drivers working in an 
adjoining tract under development. 

“They just do not pay any 
attention to the children,’’ Mrs. 
Casino said, requesting placement 
of signs designating school cross- 
walks. 

The committee delayed taking 
action on Mrs. Casino’s complaints 
on grounds that the area involved 
was partly outside city boundaries 
and that locations within the city did 
not meet legal requirements for 
establishment of signing and 
crosswalks. 


Brea police Sgt. Larry Baker, a 
member of the committee, said that 
he would request more strenuous 
enforcement of speed limits in the 
area when children are on their way 
to school. The local limit is 25 mph. 

The matter as a whole was 
continued until the committee’s next 
meeting, in October. 


School board requests for marking 
of school crossings at various 
locations around Mabel Paine and 
Linda Vista schools were approved. 

Two requests for street crossing 
guards, at Mountain View and 
Grandview and Buena Vista and 
Grandview, where turned down 
however for failing to meet legal 
criteria.

Age No Factor 


Dear Editor; 

I am 37 years young, but I take 
exception to part of Mr. Rudy 
Gonzales’ letter to the Editor, 
September 24th. He makes direct 
reference to someone ‘‘coming out 
of retirement just to mess things 
up.’’ He goes on to point out that this 
person has “‘lived his life’, so what 
does he care. Next, he says ‘‘men 
grow older, not wiser.”’ 

If Mr. Gonzales disagrees with 
this person’s political philosophy, 
and maybe justifiably so, let him 
attack him for that. I, for one, after 
reading these remarks, can’t help 
but detect a prejudice, because of 
the man’s age. 


It’s my belief that there is no such 
thing as the symbolic experience of 
old age, not the typical older person. 
There isn’t a point in one’s life when 
a person stops being himself and 
suddently turns into an ‘‘old 
person,’’ with all the myths and 
stereotypes that term involves. 

Rather, the social, economic, and 
psychological factors that affect 
people when they were younger, 
often stay with them throughout 


their entire lives. Older people share 
with each other their chronological 
age, but factors more powerful than 
age alone determine the condition of 
their later years.

Commenting further on 
government costs the Sup- 
ervisor said, that people in 
elective office were failing 
us miserably by _ not 
explaining where the mon- 
ey for social programs and 
revenue sharing comes 
from. It comes’ from 
government siphoning 
money off the top of the 
taxpaying citizens  earn- 
ings. 


With the amount of this 
siphoning approaching 50 
percent people should be 
made more aware of the 
need to allow more of these 
earnings to remain with the 
working segment of our 
society. The free enterprise 
system will find it very 
difficult to survive if too 
much money is funneled to 
the government where it 
then becomes non produc- 
tive. 


The Supervisor was 
asked what he felt the limit 
on the amount of money in 
taxes that government 
should take. The response 
was a figure of about 15 to 
20 per cent. 

Concluding his remarks 
the Supervisor stated that 
there are so many pressure 
groups in Orange County 
that government, if it did 
everything it was being 
asked to do, would be doing 
everything for the people. 


They must realize, that 
there are some things 
government cannot do for 
you. The Country should be 


doing more for _ free 
enterprise. The County
